Jy satisfactory results. 


I think that thi; present tariff is bet- 


ter than the lust and considerably bel- 
ter than the one before the last, but It 
Ms certainly failed to give general 
satisfaction. 1 believe this country Is 
fully committed to the principle of 
protection, but it Is to protect ion an n 
principle, to protection primarily iu 
the Interest of the standard of living 
of the American workingman. 


I believe that when protection be- 


comes not a principle, but a privilege 
and n preference—or, rather, a Jumble 
of privileges and preferences— then the 
'American people disapprove 
of 
It. 


(Now, to correct the trouble It Is neees- 
eary in the first place to get In mind 
clearly what we want and in the next 
place to get In mind clearly the meth- 
od by tf-bieh we hope to obtain what 
,wo want 


What we want la a square deal in 


the tariff as in everything else-a 
square deal for the wage earner, n 
(square deal for the employer and a 
square deul for the general public. 
To obtain it we. must have a thorough- 


- - ly- -efficient'.and well equipped tariff 


commission. 


The tariff ought to be a material issue 


and not a moral Issue. But if Instead 
of a square deal we gel a crooked detil 
then It becomes very emphatically a 
moral issue.

Commission of Experts. 


As a means toward the attainment 


Of its end in view we have as yet de- 
,"vlsed nothing in auy way as ell'ecthe 
os a tariff commission. There should 
"be a commission of well paid experts, 
men who should not represent any In- 
dustry, who should be masters of their 
subjects, of the very highest dm me- 
ter and who should approach the mat- 
ter with absolute disregard of every 
outside consideration. 


These men should take up In succes- 


sion each subject with wliich the tariff 
deals and investigate the conditions (if 
production here and abroad. 
They 


should find out the facts and not mere 
ly accept the statements of Interested 
parties, and they should report to con- 
Kress on each subject as soon as that 
subject has been covered. 


Then action can be taken at once on 


the particular subject concerned, while 
the commission immediately proceeds 
to investigate another. By these means 
Jog rolling would be avoided and each 
eubject treated on Its merits, -while 
there would be no such shock to gen- 
eral industry as is implied in the pres- 
ent

Weaknesses and Defects.

defects common to all other forms of 
human organizations. Sometimes they 
act very ivol!, and sometimes they act 
very badly.

Just in HO far as they nre strong and 


effective they tempt designing tneu 
who week to control them for their 
own IntcrctitK and stimulate the de- 
sires of ambitious leaders who may be 
clever, crooked m^u or who may b« 
honest, but visionary and foolish, lu 
oilier words, in treating of labor 
unions, UK in treating of corporations 
or of humanity generally, we will do 
u-ell to remember Abraham jjiicoln'ti 
saying that "there i.s a deal of human 
nature In mankind." 


Whether in a man or In un organized 


body of iri'-n the power to do good 
means that such power may be twist- 
ed Into evil. And in proportion :IH the 
power grows so It becomes steadily 
more Important that It should be hau- 
died aright. Just In proportion as In 
Us proper function power is important 
to social progress, HO In its Improper 


I function it becomes fi'aught with so- 


cial disaster. 


Outside critics should appreciate the 


necessity of organized labor and under- 
stand and sympathize with what Is 
good In It. Instead of condemning It 
Indiscriminately. 
On the other hand, 


those within Its tanks should fearless- 
ly analyze the 
criticisms directed 


tignlnst It and ruthlessly eliminate 
from the practices of its organization 
those things which justify such crit- 
icism and a t t n < k. Thi.s Is the pitlh, not 
only of right, but of wisdom and safety, 


i'ulillc opinion In the United States'| 


Is daily becoming more alert and more 
Intelligent and more forceful, and no 
organization, whether trades union or 
corporation, whether industrial or non 
Industrial, can endure or permanently 
amount to a nodal force If It does not 
harmonize with a wise and enlight- 
ened public opinion. 


Hitherto we Americans have been 


overoceupled with material things and 
have neglected to watch the play of 
the social forces about us. But now 
we are awakening from that Indiffer- 
ence; and every form of organization 
representing an Important economic, 
political or social force must under- 
go a closer scrutiny than ever before. 


Contest of Employer and Employee. 
I think that the next quarter of a 


century will be Important polHUally 
In many ways; and In none more so 
than in the labor movement. Xot only 
are the benefits of labor organizations 
more clearly understood than ever be- 
fore, but any shortcoming or vice dis- 
played In connect Ion therewith Is also 
more clearly understood and more 
quickly resented. 


The public is growing more and 


more to understand I hat, in a contest 
between employer and elltployee-a 
corporation and a trades union—not 
only the Interests of the contestants, 
but the Interests of the third party- 
tin1 public must be considered. 


Anything like levity in provoking n 


strike on the one hand or on the oth- 
er Is certain more and more to be re- 
Nenind |»y the public. 
Strikes are 


HomcliincH necessary and pro|rer; some- 
times they represent the only way In 
whldi, after all other methods have 
been exhausted, It Is possible for the 
laboring man to stand for his rights, 
but it must be i learly understood that 
a strike Is a matter of last resort. 


Our social organization Is too com- 


plex Cor us to fall quickly to condemn 
those who, w i t h levity or In a spirit 
of wanloii brutality, bring about far- 
reaching and disastrous Interference: 
v v l t h Us normal processes. Tbe public 
s.\ mpathlsteH cordially A v l l h au.v move- 
ment for a good standard of living 
and for moderate hours of employ- 
ment, tl personally, for instance, cor- 
dially believe In an eight hour day 
and In one day In seven for complete 
rest.i 
Where men and women art) 


worked under harsh and Intolerable 
conditions and can secure no relief 
w i t h o u t a slril;e or, Indeed, where the 
strike is clearly undertaken for tilings 
which are vitally necessary-anil then 
only as a last resort the public sym 
pa thy will favor the wageworkers 
but it. will not favor them unless sucl 
conditions as these are fulfilled. 


Therefore it Is becoming more thai 


ever Important that the labor move 
meiit should combine steady, farsee 
hiK leadership with discipline and con 
trul Iu Its ranks.

Improve Standard of Living. 


All that can properly be doue should 


be done by nil of us t" help upward tbe 
standard of living and to improve the 
ability of the average man to reach that 
standard. There are still In the United 
States great masses of skilled and un- 
organized labdr whose conditions 6t 
work and living are harsh and(pltla"ble. 


It is a shocking Indictment of our in- 


dustrial condition to be told in a mat- 
ter of course way in a government re- 
port that thousands of men in this 
(•01111117: are compelled to toll everyday 
In tho week, without one day of rest, for 
a wage of $13 n month. Such a condi- 
tion is bad for them and in the end bad 
for ail of us. our commercial develop- 
ment should be heartily encouraged, 
but It must not be allowed to commer- 
dalize our trioralx. 


This opens a vitally important field 


of legislation to the national govern- 
ment and to the state alike, 
it Is 


humiliating to think how far we of 
this country are behind most of the 
other countries in such matters. Prac-

Legislation to prevent these abuses 


was Introduced in congress which was 
not passed. 
Since then (lie companies 


In fault have ostentatiously announced 
that they have done away with the 
objectionable conditions. I hope so; 
but, 
whether they have or not, a law 


should be passed in stringent form to 
prevent any possible backsliding. 


"Employers' Liability." 


So it is in tlie matter of injuries to 


employees. In what is called ''employ- 
ers' liability" legislation other Indus- 
trial countries have accepted (he prin- 
ciple that the Industry must bear the 
monetary burden of its human sacri- 
fices and that the employee who is in- 
jured shall have a fixed and definite 
sum. 


The t'nlted States still proceeds on 


an outworn and curiously Improper 
principle, In accordance with which it 
has loo often been held by the courts 
that the frightful burden of the acci- 
dent shall be borne In its entirety by 
the very person lejist able to bear It. 


Fortunately, In a number of states— 


in Wisconsin and In New York, for 
Instance- these defects In our Indus- 
trial life are either being remedied or 
else are being made a subject of in- 
telligent sliiily with a view to their 
remedy, in Xevv York a bill emliody-

Deals With State and Federal Control 


of Waterways—Explains How Great 
Conservation Fight Has Been Won. 
Special Interests Must Be Controlled. 


St. Paul, Sept G.—America's reputa- 


tion for efficiency stands deservedly 
high throughout the world. 
We are 


efficient probably to the full limit that 
any nation can attain by the methods 
hitherto used. There Is great reason to 
be proud of our achievements and yet 
no reason to believe that we cannot 
excel our past. Through a practically 
unrestrained individualism we have 
reached a pitch of literally unexam- 
pled material prosperity, although the 
distribution of this prosperity leaves 
much to be desired from the standpoint 


Curse of Dishonest Leaders. 


Dishonest leadership Is a curse any 


Where in American life, and nowhert 
Is It a greater curse than in the labor 
movement. 
If there in one lessoi 


\\hleh 1 would rather teach to my fel 
low Americans than any other it Is i< 
hound down the dishonest man, iu 
mutter what 
his condition, and d 


brush aside w i t h luipattont contempt 
the creature \\ ho only denounces dls- 
honesly when it is found In some spe- 
cial social .stratum 


There are dishonest capitalists, dis- 


honest labor leaders, dishonest law- 
yers and dishonest business men, dis- 
honest men of great wealth and dis- 
honest poor men. and the man who is 
a genuine reformer will decline to sin- 
gle out any one typo for exclusive 
denunciation, but 
will fearlcvMy at- 


tack the dishonest man as su< h when 
ever and wherever he is to be found. 


For many joars I have boon more or 


less closely associated witii icpresent- 
titive leaders of labor unions. Sonic o" 
these men are among my close friends, 
whom I respect and admire as heart- 
ily as I do any men In America. There 
are some of them to whom I go as 
freely for assistance and guidance, for 
aid and help, ia making up my mind 
how to deal with our social problems 
as I go to tho lenders of any business 
or profession. 


I cannot pay too high a tribute to the 


worth and Integrity of these men—to 
tlioir sincerity and good Judgment as 
lenders. But no movement—no loader- 
•nip-l»wever earnest and how*, caa 


di'iils has already been passed. Other 
slates will undoubtedly follow in the 
same path. 


The federal government has, so fai 


as Us own employees are concerned. 
been the first to recognize and pu 
Into shape this principle. However 
this pioneer law wa<i not made com 
prohensive enough; It does not cove 
all the employees of the federal gov- 
ernment that ought to come within it; 
provisions, and the amount paid fo 
permanent disability or death Is en 
tircly Inadequate.

Protect Women and Children. 


Women and children should beyond 


all question be protected, and In thMr 
cases there (an be no question that the 
states should act. They should be par- 
ticular objects of our solicitude, and 
they should be guarded in an effective 
fashion auahtsi the demands of a too 
greedy commercialism. 


On my icceut trip In tho neighbor- 


hood of Scrautou and Wilkesbarre 
every one 1 sp,,Ue to agreed as to tun 
immense Impii.vemont that had been 
wrought by the effective enforcement 
of (he laws prohibiting children under 
the age nf fmirteou years from work- 
ing and prohibiting women from work- 
ing more than ten hours a day. Per- 
sonally. 1 think ten hours too long; but, 
I>e this as it may, ton hours a day was 
a great advance.

But VAJ have not only allowed the In- 


dividual a free band, which was In the 
main right; we have also allowed great 
corporations to act as though they 
were individuals and to exercise the 
rights of individuals, In addition to 
using the vast combined power of 
high 
organization 
and 
enormous 


wealth for their own advantage. 


This development of corporate ac- 


tion, It is true, is doubtless in large 
part responsible for the gigantic de- 
velopment of our natural resources, 
but it is not less responsible for" waste, 
destruction and monopoly on an equal- 
ly gigantic scale. 


The method of reckless and uncon- 


trolled private use and waste has done 
for us all tbe good It ever can, and it 
Is time to put an cud to it before it 
does all the evil it easily may. 
We 


have passed the time when heedless 
waste and destruction and arrogant 
monopoly are auy longer permissible. 


Henceforth we must seek national 


efficiency by a new and a better way, 
by the way of the orderly development 
and use, coupled with the preserva- 
tion of our natural resources, by mak- 
ing the most of what we have for the 
benefit of all of us. Instead of leaving 
the sources of material prosperity open 
to indiscriminate exploitation. 


These arc some of the reasons why 


It is wise that we should abandon the 
old point of view and why conserva- 
tion has become a patriotic duty. 


Waterways. 


One of the greatest of our coniervn- 


will corn* before the senate for a rot* 
next February. Tlie people of the 
Dnlted States regardless of party or 
section should stand solidly behind it 
and see tlfct jtnelr representatives do 
likewise^ 


If any proof were-needeO1 that forest 


protection la a aatlonal duty the recent 
destruction of forests In the west by 
flre would supplyJt 
Even with the 


aid of tlie army' aS'ded to that of the 
forest service tbe loss has been severe. 
Without either it wonJd have been 
vastly greater. . 
_ 
•£ 


But the fortfjt'VServlce does more 


than protect the national forests 
against fire. It makes them practically 
and 'Increasingly useful as well. Dur- 
ing the last year for which I have the 
figures th'e.!iiit.idnal -forests were used 
by 22,000 cattlemen jvith their herds, 
5,000 sheepmen with their flocks, 5.000 
tlmbermen -with their crews an'd 45,- 
000 miners. More than 5,000 persons 
used them for other special industries. 
Nearly 34,000 settlers had the free use 
of wood. 


The total resident population of the 


national forests is about a quarter of 
a million, which Is larger than the pop- 
ulation of certain states. 


More than 700,000 acres of agricul- 


tural land have .been patented or list- 
ed for patent within the forests, and 
tbe reports of the forest officers show 
that more th&n 400,000 people a year 
use the forests for recreation, camping, 
hunting, fishing and similar purposes. 
All this is done, of course, without In- 
jury to the timber, which has a value 
of at least $1,000,000,000. 


Moreover, the national forests pro- 


tect the water supply of a thousand 
cities and towns, about 800 irrigation 
projects and more than 300 power 
projects, not counting the use of water 
for these and other purposes by indi- 
vidual settlers. 


I think Uiat'hereafter we mav safe- 


ly disregard any statements that the 
national forests are withdrawn from 
settlement and use.

tlon problems Is tho wise and prompt 
development and use of the waterways 
of this nation. 


The Twin Cities, lying as they do at 


the headwaters of (lie Mississippi, are 
not upon the direct line of tho pro- 
posed lakes to tho gulf deep waterway. 
Yet they are deeply interested in its 
prompt completion, as well as in the 
deepening and regulation of the Mis- 
sissippi to the mouth of tho Missouri 
and to the gulf. 


The project for a great trunk water- 


way, 
an arm of the sea, extending 


from the gulf of. Mexico to the great 
lakes, should not be abandoned. The 
lakes to the gulf deep waterway and 
the development of the rivers which 
flow into it should be pushed to com- 
pletion vigorously and without delay. 
Hut we must recognize at the outset 
that there arc certain conditions with- 
out which the people cannot hope to 
derive from It the bcnetlts they have 
n right to expect. 


In nearly every river city from St. 


Paul to the gulf the water front Is con- 
trolled by the railways. Nearly every 
artificial 
waterway 
in 
tho United 


States, either directly or indirectly, Is 
under the same control. 


It goes without saying that unless 


the people prevent it in advance the 
railways will attempt to take control 
of our waterways as fast as they are 
Improved and completed, nor would I 
blame fhern if we, the people, are su- 
pine In the matter, 


Wo must see to it that adequate 


terminals are provided in every city 
tud town on every Improved water- 
way, terminals open under reasonable 
conditions to the use of every citizen 
md rigidly protected against monopo- 
y. And we must compel the railways 
to co-operate with the waterways con- 
Inuously, effectively nnd under rea- 
sonable conditions. 


Unless we do so the railway lines 


will refuse to deliver freight to the 
boat lines, either openly or by Impos- 
ug prohibitory conditions, and the wa- 
erways once Improved will do com- 
liirativoly little for the benefit of the 
)eople who pay the bill. 


The National Forests. 


The people of the United States be- 


lieve In the complete and rounded de- 
velopment of inland wntcrwnys for all 
the useful purposes they can be made 
to serve. Tbey believe also In forest 
protection and forest extension. 


Tbe fight for our national forests In 


the west has been won. After a cam- 
paign in which the women of Min- 
nesota did v-'ivk which fhould secure 
to them the perpetual gratitude of thoir 


her national 


est and will keep it, but the fight to 
create the southern Appalachian and 
White mountain forests In the east ia 
not yet over. 


A Country Life Institute. 


The investigations of the country 


life commission have led the farmers 
of this country to realize that they 
have not been getting their fair share 
of progress and all that It brings. 
Borne of our farming communities in 
the Mississippi valley and in the mid- 
dle west have made marvelous prog- 
ress, j-et even the best of them, like 
communities of every other kind, are 
not beyond Improvement, while much 
needs to be done in some other sec- 
tions to improve country life. 


As yet we know comparatively lit- 


tle of the basic facts of rural civiliza- 
tion. The means for better farming 
we have studied with care, but to 
better living on the farm and to better 
business on the farm the farmers 
themselves have given scant attention. 


Last spring while visiting tho cap- 


ital of Hungary, Budapest, I was im- 
mensely impressed by the Museum of 
Country Life, containing an extraordi- 
nary series of studies in agriculture, it 
stock raising, in forestry, iu mining 
The exhibits were of the utmost prac 
tlcal importance and were also Intense 
ly Interesting and instructive. 


I greatly wish we had such a mu 


scum In Washington, and some of your 
farmer congressmen ought to get a ful 
and detailed report of this Budapest 
museum to be printed for distribution 
In a public document 


-Human Efficiency. 


As a people we have not yet learned 


to economize. 
One of the virtues we 


Americans most need is thrift. It Is a 
mere truism to say that luxury and 
extravagance are not good for n na- 
tion. So lar as they affect character, 
the loss they cause may be beyond 
computation. 
But In the material 


sense there is a loss greater than Is 
caused by both extravagance and lux- 
ury put together. 


I mean the needless, useless and ex- 


cessive loss to our people from prema- 
ture death and avoidable diseases. 
"Wholly apart from the grief, tho suf- 
fering and the wretchedness which 
they cause, the material loss each year 
has been calculated at nearly twlco 
what It costs to run the federal gov- 
ernment 


In addition to tho state and city 


health officers and organizations, there 
Is urgently needed n federal bureau of 
health, to act, so far as the national 
government properly may, to relieve 
our people .from this dreadful burden. 
The National Conservation Commis- 


sion. 


One of the most Important meetings 


in our recent history was that of the 
governors in the AVhite Uouse in May, 
1008, to consider the conservation 
question. By the advice of the gov- 
ernors the meeting was followed by 
the appointment of a national conser- 
vation commission. 
The meeting of 


the governors directed tho attention of 
tho country to conservation as nothing 
else could have done, while the work 
of the commission gave the movement 
deflulteness and supplied it with a 
practical program. But at the moment 
when the commission was ready to be- 
gin the campaign for putting Its pro- 
gram Into effect an amendment to the 
sundry civil service bill was introduced 
by a congressman from 
Minnesota 


with the purpose of putting a stop to 
th!* work so admirably begun. Con- 
gress passed the amendment

There Is apparent to the judtetotM 


observer a distinct tendency ofc tb« 
part of oar ojpponeflti to cloud tfce Ik- 
sue by raising the question of state ail 
against federal jurisdiction. We an 
ready to meet that issue it If la forc'«d 
upon us. But there 1* no hope for to* 
plain people In such conflict* of Julia- 
diction. 


The essential question la not one of 


hair splitting legal technicalities. It 1* 
simply this: Who can best regulate 
tlie special interests for the public 
good? 


Most of the predatory corporations 


are interstate or have interstate affili- 
ations; therefore they nre largely oat 
of reach of effective state "control SiStt 
fall of necessity within the-federal Ju- 
risdiction. One of i^he prime objecia1 
of those among them that are grasp- 
ing and greedy'-is'to avoid any effec- 
tive control either by state or nation, 
and they advocate at this time state 
control simply because they believe it 
to be the least effective. 


In -the great fight of the-people to 


drive the special interests from the 
domination of our government the na- 
tion is stronger and Its jurisdiction 
more effective than that 'of any-state 
The most effective weapon agalns 
these great corporations, most ol 
which are dnanced and owned on th'« 
Atlantic coast, will be federal laws 
and the feaeral executive. 


That is ,.-hy I so strongly oppose 


the demand to turn these matters .ovei 
to the states. It is fundamentally a 
demand against the Interest of the 
plain peopie, of the people of small 
means, against the interest of our chil 
dren and our children's children, and 
it is primarily in the interest .of the 
great corporations, which desire tb es 
cape all government control. 


The Conservation Fight. 


One of the difficulties in putting Into 


practice the conservation idea is thai 
the field to which it applies is con- 
stantly growing In the public mind. 
It has been no slight task to bring be- 
fore 100,000,000 people a great con 
ceptlon like that of conservation and 
convince them that it is right 


This much we have accomplished. 


But there remain much to be cleared 
up and many misunderstandings to be 
removed. These misunderstandings are, 
due in part at least to direct misrepre- 
sentation by the men to whose interest 
It is that conservation should not pros- 
per. 


For example, we find it constantly 


said by men who should know better 
that temporary withdrawals, such as 
the withdrawals of coal lands, will per- 
manently check development 


Yet the fact is that these withdraw- 


als have no purpose except to prevent 
the coal lands from passing into pri- 
vate ownership until congress can pass 
laws to open them to development un- 
der conditions just alike to the public 
and to the men who will do the de- 
veloping. 


If there is delay the responsibility 


for it rests not on the men who made 
the. withdrawals to protect the pub- 
lic interest, but on those who prevent 
congress from passing wise legislation 
and so putting nn end to the need for 
withdrawals. 


We have a right to congratulate our- 


selves on this marvelous progress. But 
there is no reason for believing that 
the fight is won. In the beginning the 
special Interests, who nre our chief op- 
ponents In the conservation fight, paid 
little heed to the movement, because 
they neither understood It nor saw 
that if it won they might lose. But 
with the progress of conservation In 
the minds of our people the fight Is 
getting sharper. 


The nearer wtf approach to victory 


the bitterer the opposition that we 
must meet and the greater the need 
for caution and watchfulness. 
Open 


opposition we can overcome, but I 
warn you especially against the men 
who come to congresses such as this, 
ostensibly 
as disinterested citizens, 


but actually as the paid agents of the 
special Interests. 


I heartily approve the attitude of any 


corporation, interested In the deliber- 
ations of a meeting such as this, which 
comes hither to advocate by its openly 
accredited agents views which it be- j 
ieves the meeting should have In , 
mind. But I condemn with equal read- ; 
iness the appearance of a corporate 
agent before any convention who does 
not declare himself frankly as such. 


This congress is a direct appeal to 


the patriotism of our whole people. 
The nation wisely looks to such gath- 
erings for counsel and leadership. Let 
that leadership be sound, definite, 
practical and on tbe side of all the 
people. It would be no small mlsfor- 
ture If a meeting such as this should 
ever fall into the hands of the open 
enemies or false friends of the great 
movement which It represents. 


What this country needs Is what ev- 


ery free country must set before It aa 
the great goal toward which it works 
—an equal opportunity for life, lib- 
erty nnd the pursuit of happiness for 
every one of Its citizens. To achieve 
this end we must pnt a stop to the 
Improper political dominion no less 
than the improper economic dominion 
of the great special Interests. 


This country, its natural resources,
